These brethren meet for worship on. the 
Sabbath, conducting a meeting by them¬ 
selves, if they have no pastor or preacher. 
I was much interested in one such little 
company of four families, in a poor vil¬ 
lage. The missionaries had helped them 
to provide one small upper room in a 
house owned by one of their number. 
They had no leader, and the only visits 
they received were from the missionary. 
There was nothing oxterual to attract 
them to Protestanism, for they must ex¬ 
pect to lose friends, and be hindered and 
embarrassed in business. Notwithstand¬ 
ing the poverty of the village, the people 
worshiped in a splendid church, for a 
kind of training school for priests was 
established at that place, and the church 
was connected with it. Those who be¬ 
came Protestants worshiped in that little 
room, without a pane of glass, and fur¬ 
nished with nothing but mats and cush¬ 
ions. A real lqwe of the truth seemed to 
have influenced them to the step they 
had taken. It was a great pleasure to 
them to meet Mr. Hitchcock, and espe¬ 
cially that ho could preach to them on 
the Sabbath. In another village we did 
not find such an encouraging state of 
things, two of the brethren had returned 
to the old ohurob. One of them had 
been dick for a length of time, and some 
of his relatives, by caring for him, and 
helping him pecuniarily, had brought 
him back to the church he had left.

At our annual school meeting we had 
the usual amount of fun. The ballot re¬ 
vealed the fact that the old trustee must 
act another year. The other officers were 
elected by acclamation. The following 
are the officers elected : Trustee, Edwin 
Palmer ; Clerk.

'v manner as it© Uod often expressed a 
wish to die. For 51 years he lias been 
a resident of this town, and on the same 
premises where he died. He was a very 
intelligent man for one of his oppor¬ 
tunities ; very positive in his views, and 
very decided, and was willing to accord 
to others the same privileges. Like one 
of old, he gave “commandment concern- 
ing his bones.” He selected a beautiful 
eminence on Mr. James David’s land for 
his burying place—a place overlooking 
his home, and where one or more of his 
children were buried. He selected his 
pall-bearers from among his neighbors, 
and the one to dig his grave, likewise. 
No clergyman was to officiate at his fun¬ 
eral by way ©f preaching a sermon or 
offering a prayer. He was to be quietly 
buried, and then his friends and neigh- 
bora might assemble at some convenient 
place for a social meeting, not to mourn 
bis death, but rather to rejoice ^hat he 
had gone to a better clime, where his 
wife was, and his neighbors were, and 
angels too. His desires were carried out 
to the letter. After his burial on Sun¬ 
day last, liis friends and neighbors im¬ 
mediately convened at his residence, and 
were addressed by Warren Woolson and 
A. II. Morso. Both of them spoke of 
his life and of the immortality of the 
soul. 

For years previous to his death, Mr. 
Thayer had expressed to his friends and 
neighbors a perfect willingness to die, 
and not only willing but rather anxious. 
He did not look upon death as a “king 
of terrors,” but as a happy event. His 
favorite topic of conversation was heaven, 
his future homo. We have never con¬ 
versed with an individual in our life 
that was so willing to die ns Mr. Thaver.
